The letter ndchessed to the Acting At- 
torney-General by the Hon, T, H. Wurre- 
HEAD with reference to the Inganitary Pro- 
perties Bill touches the weak point of the 
measure, naniely, that as it at present stands 
it will be inoperative for preventing the 
re-erection of houses whose height is out of 
proportion to the width of the streets on 
which they stund, There will, if the Bill 
passes in its present form, he one standard 
for houses erected on lund hereafter acquired 
from the Crown and another standard for 
houses on land slready in private owner- 
ship. Mr. WuitEHEAD proposes that 
there should be one uniform standard, 
namely, that .which it is at present 
proposed to. apply only to houses erected 
on hand acquired from the Crown after the 
passing of the Bill. If the hon. gentlenan’s 
suggestion is acted upon it will follow that 
when exieting houses have for any reason to 
be rebuilt—after a fire, for instance, or on 
account of vld age—in many cares a certain 
proportion of the height will have to be 
sacrificed, which may result in four-sturey- 
ed houses being reduced to three storeys’ 
and three-storeyed houses to {wo storeys. 
On sanitary grounds it is desirable that this 
should be done. In the early da,s of 
the colony Chinese houses were seldom 
built of a greater height than two storeys 
and when the streets were laid out their 
width was no doubt proportioned to the 
height of the buildings it was supposed 
would front on them. But the demand for 
house accommodation and the increased 
value of land have led to a steady in- 
crerse in the height of buildings, until 
surface crowding has reached dangerous 
figures. Mr. WuirreHeap in his letter 
quotes statistics showing that surface crowid- 
ing is uniformly attended by a high-death 
ate, and it is with the object of reducing, 
this surface crowding that he would limit 
the height of houses hereafter built on lan«t 
already privately owned to the same stan- 
dard as it is proposed to apply to houses 
built on land hereafter acquired from 
the Crown: The hon gentleman says :— 
“The question of compensation for loss of 
“rental resulting from the proposed amend- 
“ment is one which should be dealt with 
“on equitable grounds and possibly on 
“similar lines to those now followed under 
“ like circumstances in Bombay.” On this 
question of compensation there will probably 
be some heated controversy, but without 
compensation it is to be feared the proposed 
improvement will never be carried into 
effect.

The telegrama we publish to-day are not 
altogether reassuring as to the position in 
North Natal. The earlier telegram, con- 
tradicted by the later, states that the 
British made a brilliant sortie from Glencoa, 
The use of the. word “sortie ” implies that 
the British are in a state of siege there. 
This impretsion is not removed by the 
second telegram, which states that large 
columns of the enemy are advancing on 
Dundee and the British are falling back on 
Glencoe, also that the enemy are in a large 
numerical superiority. It would seem 
therefore that a small British foree has 
been caught by a larger force of the enemy 
in an unfavourable position and is in some 
danger of being surrounded and altogether 
out off. 

At this distance and with the meagre 
intelligence available it is not easy to form 
any very clear opinion of the probable plan 
of campaign, but it seems not unlikely that it 
will be found necessary to conquer the Orange 
Free State before direct operations againat* 
the Transvaal can be effectively undertaken. 
Had the Orange Free State remained loyal 
large British forces could at once have 
been sent to meet the Transvaal forces both 
on the Natal border and the Rhodesian 
border. But the Orange Free State has 
thrown in ita lot with the enemy, and the 
Orange Free State commands the left flank 
of a British army marching fromthe Natal 
base towards the Transvaal and the right 
flank of an army marching from Cape 
Colony. To render the communications 
secure, therefore, it will be necessary to 
occupy and disarm the Orange Free State, 
and until this is accomplished the British, |- 
we should imagine, will remain on the de- 
fensive in North Natal and on the Rhode- 
sian border.. When the Orange Free 
State is occupied the British will have 
three separate railway routes by which 
to send troops into the Transvaal, 
namely, the Natal Railway on the east, 
the Rhodesian Railway on the left, and 
the Free State Railway in the centre, 
The Glencoe and Elandslaagie engagements, 
severe as they have been, will, we imagine, 
ouly’ be counted as affairs of outposts or 
feintas when the complete history of the 
campaign comes to be written. The real 
British attack will be delivered from an- 
other quarter. When the first news of the 
Glencoe affair was received we entertained 
some hope that it might cnuse the enemy to 
waver and afford an opportunity to the 
British to pursue their advantage, but it 
would seem that the Boers have concen- 
trated a large proportion of their forces 
in that neighbourhood, with the intention of 
making it the principal seat of the campaign. 
They will probably find that in so doing 
they have committed a tactical mistake an« 
wasted their strength.

THR INSANITARY PROPERTIES BILL, 

The ActTina ATTORNEY-GENERAL—I bey 
to move the second reading of the Bill entitled 
an Ordinance to mako further provision for 
the sanitation of the Colony and to repeal oor- 
tain enactments of the closad houses and in- 
sanitary dwellings Ordinance, 1894. Honour. 
able members have had before them for some 
time past the statemont of objects and reasons 
which aro atfached to this Bill, and I do not 
think it is necessary, therefore, for mea to go 
through the line of argument set forth in the 
objects and reasons attached to the Bill. I 
would, however, beg leave to call the special at- 
tention of the Council to clause 4 of the Bill, 
which I think introduces some very im- 
portant amendments indeed in the require- 
ments with regard to cubicles. Clause 4 
of the Bill stands in the place of sub- 
fection b, section 8, of Ordinance 15 of 1894. 
which is repealed by this Bill. Sub-seetion b 
of Section 8 of Ordinance 15 of 1894, provided 
that where “any domestio building is divided 
into separate compartments by partitions, it 
shall not be lawful to put up, continue, or main- 
tain partition walls of a greater hoight than 8 
fect, or to leave a space bat ween the top of the par- 
titions aud the ceiling or underside of the joists 
of less than 4 feet, or to allow such space to be 
closed except in such manner and with such 
material as may be prescribed by the Sanitary 
Board, and unless the whole of such compart- 
ments are provided with light and ventilation to 
the satisfaction of the Sanitary Board. for 
the purposes of this section every sub-division 
of a domestic building, unteas it has one window 
at least, as herainbefore specified, opening 
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Sub-sectionsa e, f, g, and h also contain useful 
provisions with regard to cubicles the object 
of which is fully explained in the objects 
and reasons attached to the Bill and I do not 
think I need go into them now. Clause 5 of the 
Bill contains eortain provisions with regard 
to mezzanine floors and cocklofts, and I think the 
principal difference between clause 5 of this 
Bill and the existing law, which is contained in 
section 7 of Ordinance 15 of 1894 is that the 
latter provides for such mezzanine floors and 
cooklofts not being ercoted without the authori- 
ty in writing of the Sanitary Board, whereas 
olange 5 of this Bill provides for the Sanitary 
Board making certain regulations with regard 
te mezzanine floors and cocklofts. Clause 6 of 
the Bill provides that in case of land ac- 
quired from the Crown after the passing of 
this Ordinance no building shall exceed in 
height one and a half times the width of 
the street upon which sach building fronts. 
That is 8 requirement more stringent than the 
provision of section 12 of Ordinance 15 of 1894. 
Clause 7 of this Bill provides for open spaces in 
the rear of domestic buildings and clause 8 pro- 
vides for open spaces with regard to domestio 
buildings erected after the pussing of this Ord- 
iuance. Clause 7 provides that there must be at 
the rear of domestic buildings a back yard of at 
least 50 feet in area. That is a more strin- 
gent regulation than is contained in tho pre- 
sent law. The Tnsanitary Properties Com- 
mission recommended that thera should be » 
space at the rear of 40 square feet. ‘l'his 
Bill goes further than that. Clause 8 provides 
that every domestic building herertter erected 
in this Colony (except in cases provided for 
by section 66 of the Public Health Ordinance, 
1887, or coming within the terms of Articles of 
Agreement under the Praya Reolumation Or- 
dinance, }889) shall be provided with an opeu 
apace in the rear in acoordance with the follow- 
ing scale:—Houses not exceeding 40 feet in 
depth for each foot of width 8 feet square; 
houses exceeding 40 feet but not excesding 50 
feet in depth, for each fuot of width 10 square 
feet; houses exceeding 50 feet but not exceed- 
ing 60 feet in depth, for each foot of width 1% 
aquare feet; houses exceeding 0 feet in depth, 
for each foot of width 14 square feet.

ing is the greatest of all sauitary evils and’ 
far and away the greatest of all mocal avils, 
Overcrowding is facilitated by modern motbods 
of wanitation. Unless the crowding of houses be 
prevented, great sohemes of sewerage and water 
supply will eventually make the health of a 
district worse instead of better. Open spaces 
and public gardens do not compensate for the 
lack of light and air in the dwelling or of our- 
tilags around it.” Ihave little donbt in my own 
mind that the ultimate predisposing cause of 
plague will be found to be overcrowding, and that 
the unenviable notoriety of our city is due to the 
faot that wa have the densest population ofany city 
in the world, amounting in une distriot to nearly 
1000 persons per acre. ‘The air of the more 
deusely crowded slums of our city is fouland fetid 
from absence of sun and circulation; men 
breathe the exhalations from densely packed 
humanity, ard what that air becomes on still, 
warm nights, when tho streets are empty, 
the Praya deserted, and the whole populution 
within the walls of the houses with doors and 
windows Sshut and secured, can be better 
imagined than described. Bpeaking of the neses- 
sity of pure air for the health of all living be- 
ings, Dr. Vivian Poore, a very eminent sani- 
tary authority, aays:—" We hare heen long 
accuatomed to hear that our chief sanitary 
necessity in this world is pure water. ‘This 
would be quite trae if we were fish. But it is 
obvious that the purity of the air we breathe 
is of far greater importance than the purity of 
the water we drink, seeing that we must-take a 
draught of air abont twenty times a minute, 
while many of usdo not take a draught of 
raw water from week's end to week’a end.”

The Hon, H. E. Pollock (Acting Attorney- 
General), instructed by Mr. Bowley (Acting 
Crown Solicitor), appeared for the prosecution, 
and Mr. Slade (iustructed by Messrs. Deacon 
and Hastings) for the defence. 

Mr. Pollock said first prisoner was employed 
ag a carpenter in the Dock Company’s premises + 
at Hunghom, second prisoner being a cook em- 
ployed at Hunghom. At about uooa on the 
22nd August last in the ordinary course of 
affairs there was a whistle blown in the Dock .- 
Compauy’s premises, and a lot of men came out 
into tho street for the purpose of having their 
mid-day meal. 41t would eppear from the eyi- 
dence of a carpenter eniployed in a private. 
boat-building yard at Kowloon that on.the invi- 
tation of deceased he went ont todrink tea with 
him, and when walking slong Bulkeley Street 
in Hunghom they met first prisoner. Deceased 
went up to him and asked bim to give him some. age 2 
money. It did not seem quite clear from this. ee ae

did not know why deceased asked ret prisoner'to 
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said he would not give any money to deceased. 
Deceased then asked him, “ Why don’t you pay 
upP” and apparently gave him a push—nota 
violent one. It would appear that first prisoner 
/, then struok out with his hand at deceased some- 
what: violently. On deesased turning back 
along Bulkeley Street first prisoner went 
after him, ‘and stabbed him in the left but- 
tock with a chisel. It appeared to.be a 
sharp chisel, and the sort of weapon which 
asoording to Dr. Boll tras quite capable 
of inflicting the wound discovered on deceased. 
Just before first prisoner inflicted this blow 
second prisoner appeared on the scene with a 
esepenter hammer and gave deceased a blow 
“with i¢ on the back. The Doctor would tell 
the jury that it was quite possible a man with 
a coat on might have been struck with the 
carpenter's hammer on the back and yet there 
might be no mark left. The result of the blow 
with the chisel was that deceased after going 
one or two paces fell down in Temple Street, 
a side street off Bulkeley Street. Then accord- 
ing to the witnesses, prisoners ran away in 
a westerly direction, and one of the people 
- who witnessed this assault would be called who 
would tell the jury that he followed close on 
these two men and saw them enter No. 72, 
Temple Street, and informed the police almost 
immediately. Ina box in this house a chisel 
was found, and that chisel had marks of fresh 
blood upon it. The police arrested prisoners 
and took them to the Police Station. Deceased 
was cared for as well as could be done by Ser- 
goaot Cameronon the spot and afterwards 
: removed in the ambulance to the Govern. 
ment Civil Hospital, but unfortunately after 
being there a few days he died of the wound 
which he had received with the chisel. The 
assault took place on August 22nd and 
deceased died on the 5th September—that. 
was tosay, he died 15 days after the assault 
Dr. Bell would tell the jury that all deceased's 
internal organs were. healthy, the only mark of 
injury he saw being this wound on the buttock, 
whieh wound extended down to the middle of 
the thigh. Several witnesses would be called 
to prove the identity of prisoners. With regard 
ei to first prisoner three witnesses would be called 
on behalf of the prosecution to identify him. 
As to second prisoner, the jury would have the 
evidence of one witness, who identified him as 
the man with the hammer. Beyond that in the 
case of second prisoner they had the fact that the 
witness who identified him followed up the two 
men immediately after the eccurrence into a 
shop in Temple Street and within a few minutes 
after the occurrence pointed out prisoners to 
the police. He should also mention the fact 
that although only one witness identified second 
prisoner several witnesses could speak most 
definitely about two men attackiug deceased, 
one with a chisel and the other with a hammer. 
The evidence for the prosecution was then 
given. Soe 
The case has occupied the whole week and is 
still uncompleted.

. PROPOSED OBSERVATION STATION. 
Papers were submitted dealing with the pro- 
posed observation station under the Venice 
Convention. 

The Vice-President proposed that the quos- 
tion be considered this day six months. This 
observation station was going to cost a tremen- 
dous amount of monéy, no matter where it was 
put. and if they thought they were going to 
stup plague and other infectious diseases by the 
erection of observation stations they were mak- 
‘ing a great mistake. Tho only way to rid the 
- colony of epidemics was to spread out the popa- 
Jation and ‘let in air.. If the Government had 
got money to spend it ought in his opinion to 
- gpend it in reclaiming areas whereon buildings 
for the working population.could be erected. 
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loon staring them in the face out of their Board 
room windows. 

The Hon. R. D. ORMSBY seconded, and the 
motion was carried. 

LIMEWAS8HING. 

An application for the exemption of certain 
houses at Mong Kok Tsui from limowashing 
and cleansing was refused on the motion of Mr. 
OsBORNE seconded by the Vicu-PRESIDENT. 

Mr, Osporwe proposed that on the first of 
next month notices be served on certain property 
owners for neglecting to whitewash their 
premises during the months of September and 
October. 

The Vict-PRESIDENT seconded, and the 
motion was carried, 

THE PROPOSED NEW HONGKONG HOTEL, 


An application was submitted by Messrs. 
Palmer and Turner, architects, on behalf of the 
Hongkong Hotel Company, with regard to a 
new block of buildings proposed toibe erected on 
a portion of Marine Lot No.7 of the Reclama- 
tion. It was requested that the Board would 
allow a building of 110 feet in height to be 
erected, it being pointed out that there was no 
question of a lack of light or air, the roads on 
three sides being 75 feet in width. Messrs 
Palmer and Turner also asked for permission 
to make the bridges from the main block to 
the servants’ quarters six feet in width. 

Dr. Clark minuted—“ The proposed height 
of the building will be less than one and a half 
times the width of street on which the bnilding 
fronts, and therefore I see no objection thereto. 
With regard to the bridges I think a width of 
five feot would be ample, but the point is not a 
very material one in this case.” 

Tie Hon R. D. Ormsby minuted—* Ap- 
prove both requests.” 

The Hon R. D. ORmasy proposed that the 
request be granted. The building was quite of 
an exceptioaal character, It was not a Chinese 
house but a very handsome building apparently 
to be used as a hotel which a 3ft. Gin. bridge 
would not suit. With regard to the height, the 
building would be no higher than buildings al- 
ready sanotioned on the Reclamation. 

Dr. CxuarK seconded and the motion was 
carried, 


THE NOTIFICATION or INFECTIOUS DISEASES, 


A proposal was submitted to give a bonus of 
one dollar for notification in cases of certain 
infectious diseases. 

Dr. Clark minuted—e“A legal obligation is 
placed upon Chinese docters (and others) by 
bye-law 17, made under section 13, of Ordin- 
ance 15 of 1894, to report to the nearest 
Police Station all cases of bubonic plague, 
cholera, or smallpox which may be under 
their care, and convictions have been obtain- 
ed recently against snoh Chinese doctors 
for failing to so notify their cases. I think 
an additional inducement should be offered 
to these men to notify by offering a fee of $1 
for every case which shall prove on investig- 
ation by a registered medical practitioner to be 
really one of the above named diseases, There 
can be no question that the early notification of 
doubtful eases will go a long way towards pre- 
senting widespread ontbreaks of these diseases, 
and I shall be glad if the Board will consider 
this matter, and if they concur make a strong 
recommendation to the-Government on the sub- 
jeot.” 

The President minuted—“I think this bonus 
should be given to all persons notifying and 
not only to Chinese doctors.” 

The Hon. R. D. Ormsby minuted to the effect 
that he would like the matter to be discussed 
at the next meeting. 

The Vieo-President minuted—*“One dollar is 
no use.” 

Dr. CLARK proposed that the Board recom- 
mend the Government to make such arrange- 
ments as would result in the offering of a 
reward of $1 for every case of bubonic plague 
reported to the nearest Police Station, His 
only objeot in suggesting $1 reward was that 
they placed ajlegal obligation on Chinese doctors 
and householders to report plague cases, and 
he thought that if they made it obligatory 
to report they ought to give some reward. It 
was possible that in some cases some trouble 
and expense would be incurred in going up 
to report. In any case it was wise, he 
thought, to offer an indueement to report

The PRESIDENT pointed out that the motion 
was not seconded, and consequently the matter. 
dropped. 

THE LATRINE QUESTION. 

A report was submitted by , the Medical 
Officer of Health on an objection to a proposed 
public latrine at 46, Gough Street, and with 
regard to this objection Dr. Clark, at the con- 
clusion of his minute, observed—" This is the 
only available piece of Crown land in the 
neighbourhood, and the nearest Government 
latrines will still be about 800 feet distant to 
the westward and two miles to the eastwards.” 

On the motion of the PRESIDENT it was 
decided to forward the report,to the Govern- - 
ment, at the same time calling attention to the 
non-publication in the Gasette of the notifica- 
tion as to additional latrines. 


THE PLAGUE AT ALEXANDRIA, -, 
The following report, dated September 7th, 
was submitted from the British Consul at Alex- 
andria:—‘I have the honour to report that 
during the week ending this day there was one 
fresh case of plague, which terminated fatally. 
From the lst May last up to-to-day there have 
been 89 cases of plague, out of which 43 term- . 
inated fatally, and 46 were cured.’ 


MORTALITY STATISTICS, 

The mortality statistics for the colony of 
Hongkong for the week ending October 7th 
show a death rate of 19°1, against 22'8 for the 
previous week and 15:2 for the corresponding 
week last year. The rate for the following. 
week was 20'l against 211 for the corresponding 
week last year. 

The mortality returns for Macao for the 
week ended October 7th showed 46 deaths, and 
for the following week 41 deaths. 


MODEL CHINESR TENEMENT HOUSES. = 

Hon. R. D. ORMSBY—In moving the resolu- ; 
tion standing in my name [ may quote the old 
and well known proverb that a example is better 
than precept.” I believe the present type of 
Chinese tenement house is about as bad from a 
sanitary point of view as could well be devised. 
Thero is a great deficiency of light and ventila- 
tion in the sleeping compartments, the kit- 
chens are small and inconvenient, and as a 
rule there is no latrine or bathing accom- 
modation. But tke Chinese ure known te 
be averse to change, and blovk after block of 
huge tenement houses are added annually to the 
city, all of precisely the same type. This sub- 
ject has for many years eougaged the attention 
of architects and engineers end I have seen 
some designs which were 8 vast improvement 
on the present typos of house. I have, no doubt 
that if a premium were offered we would obtain - 
numerous plans to select from. I cannot. but 
think that the Chinese would appreciate bet- 
ter-designed hvuses, more fitted for. human . 
habitation, with at least the necessities for. 
a healthy and clean Jife made available. 
The Government now possess ip the resumed .

THE CHARGE AGAINST CAPTAIN RAYMOND. 
At the Magistracy yesterday afternoon, be- 
fore Mr, Gompertz, Arthur M. Raymond, 
master marinor, was charged that he did “on 
the 8th day of September, 1899, then being the 
master of the British steamship White Cloud, 
unlawfully take the said steamship to sea in 
such an unseaworthy state that the lives of 
the officers and crew on bvard the said 
steamship -were likely to be thereby endan- 
gered, from the waters of this colony, contrary 
to Ordinance 26 of 1891, section 11, sub-section 
2.” The arrest was made on Saturday morn- 
iag by Chief Detective-Inspector Hanson (who 
was accompanied by Detective O’Sallivan), 
under a warrant issued on the application of the 
Harbour Master (Commander Rumsey). Bail 
($1,000) was allowed. The case was formally 
called and the further hearing adjourned.

Treatise on Hygiene and Public Health 1893” 
gives, on pages 502, 503, and 504, facts und 
figures compiled by one of the greatest statisti- 
cians of the century, Dr. Farr, which shew 
that the general mortality of districts bears a 
fixed ratio to the density of pepuavon. the 
following. are the most recent statistics on the 
subjeot and pertain to the most thickly popu- 
Isted. districts of Manchester, Liverpool, and

stated in the annual report for 1898 of the 
Medical Officer of Health as 113 persons per 
acre or 72,320 persons per square vais This is 
a substantially worse condition than exists in 
any of the most crowded districts of Mauchester, 
‘Liverpool, or London. 

The comparativel 
colony is due to the fact that we have an essen- 
tially young adult male population. ‘I'he 

opulation is maintained and augmented annual- 
< not by any natural excess. of births over 

eaths but by immigration of adults from the 
mainland of China Of the 6,000 persons added 
yearly to our population about 90 per cent. are 
adults. In Great Britain tho birth rate averages 
nearly double the death rate, whereas in Hong- 
kong the birth rate is less than one-third the 
death rate. Another important factor which 
contributes to the reduction of the death rate 
in the Colony is one well-known to residents. 
Bo soon asa Chinaman here falls sick he makes 
inmediate preparations to return to his native 
village on the mainland. Unless funds fail 
him he invariably succeeds in getting away, 
The consequence is that many hundreds of 
Chinese residents of Hongkong die annually in 
the neighbouring province of Kwangtung 
These deaths for the purposes of accurate 
vital statistios should appear on our records. 

The density of population in the Colony of 
Hougkong is mainly, if not wholly, due to two 
factors—(1) the proportion of built over to 
unoccupied land, and (2) the height of buildings. 
The mode! byo-laws of the Local Government 
Board at home, for adoption by the Sanitary 
Authorities throughout England, stipulate and 
require that there shall be an open space of at 
least 150 square feet in the rear of one-storey 
buildings, of 300 square feetin the rear of two 
storey buildings, and of abont 875 square 
feet in the rear of buildings of more than two 
storeys. In addition thereto there must be an 
open space or a street of a minimum width of 
24 feet in front of every such building. 

In the Bill now before the Council a minimum 
of only 50 square feet is asked for in respeot of 
existing buildings, while about 120 square feet 
is the minimum in respect of new buildings. 
Practically speaking the Bill does not touch 
the question of the height of buildings. Let 
me therefore suggest that the words “on land 
acouired from the Crown” in the first para- 
graph of section 6 of the proposed Ordinance 
be deleted and read as follows :— 

“No building ereoted after the passing of 
this Ordinance shall exceed in height one and a 
half times the width of the street upon which 
such building fronts.” 

Almost the whole of the land in the oity has 
already passed out of the hands of the Crown. 

Ordinance 15 of 1894, section 12, permits a 
house of 25 feet in height if the street on which 
tho house, fronts is 15 foet wide. It also poer- 


mits a house of 40 feet in height if the street: 


on which the house fronts ia over 15 feet wide. 
Thus a house of 40 feet in height oan be built 
if the street on which it fronts is 15 foet l inch 
wide, If the Bill before Council is not amended 
the provisions of Ordinauoe 15 of 1894, section 
12, will still hold good and permit the continu- 
ance of the excessive surface crowding whioh 
now obtains in the colony. That surface crowd- 
ing is an important factor iu the causation and 
propagation of plague cannot be gainsaid. 
The question of compensation for loss of rental 
resulting from the proposed amendment is 


one which should be dealt with on equitable’ 


gronnds and possibly on similar lines to those 
now followed under like ciroumstamces in 
Bombay. Irrespective of the cost the public 
health should be saf-guarded and this import- 
ant shippiog port should be maintained as a 
clean one, 

Let me commend the before-mentioned sug- 
gestion to your careful consideration. A copy

The shock was 
felt in the engine-room, and when they arrived 
at Amoy the engine-room was thoroughly ex- 
amined with the bilges, but nothing was found to 
indicate that any damage had bean done to the 
ship. The cemont at the bottom of the ship was 
intact as far an they could judge. ‘The voyage 
was continued to Manils, which was reached on 
the 19th September. The cargo was discharged 
and an examination was made.- No. material 
damage was visable except that some of the 
cement in the after-hold was.broken. They left 
Manila on the 26th September and arrived at 
Hongkong on the 29th September, and went in-' 
todook.

condition of the Colony which followed the 
enactment of those ordinances in 1858, and the 
immediate revulsion and deterioration whieh 
followed upon their repeal in 1887. Extracts 
were quoted from Army Medical Reports to 
show that, previous to 1858, Hongkong was 

roverbial for an aggravated form. of venoreal. 

iseaso. The enactment of what are known as 
the Contagious Diseases Ordinances, in that 
year, produced a ateady decrease in the num- 
ber of eases and in virulence of type till -the 
position was reversed, and the Colony became 
noted, throughout the service, as one of the 
healthiest in that respect in the Empire. The 
repeal of. the ordinances in 1837 was. followed 
by sn immediate reversal of those conditions, 
The ratio of admission to the Military Hospital 
in the Hongkong—which had fallen.-to 145 per 
1,000 of strength of the garrison in 1884—rose 
te 403 per 1,000 in 1895, and the oharacter of. 
the disease had undergone similar aggravation.
